The following communication 
was 
received from the New 
Mexico-Arizon- a 
Irrigation Company 
in which 
the company 
denies that they in ¬ 
tend to use the water from the Gila 
river to irrigate New 
Mexico 
land 
The full text of the letter is given 
herewith 
Duncan Ariz 
March 11 
1909 
Editor Guardian 
From recent 
talks with a number of Safford and 
Solomonville citizens 
we learn that 
in the agitation that has been going 
on in regard 
to the lower 
valley 
people protecting their water rights 
against possible infringement by the 
New Mexico Arizona Irrigation Com- 
pany 


¬ 
who propose 
building a new 
ditch4 above Duncan 
a number 
of 
misleading 
and 
untruthful 
state ¬ 
ments have been made to the detri ¬ 
ment of the above companys project 
Whether 
these statements 
have 
been made wilfully by certain 
agi ¬ 
tators 
in 
order 
to prejudice 
the 
minds 
of the 
people 
against this 
companys project or were started 
by irresponsible gossipers 
we 
do 
not know but we feel that in justice 
to our 
company 
they 
should 
be 
rectified by the people of the lower 
valley learning the facts 
1st 
It is claimed 
that we are 
going to take our water out of the 
Gila river in Arizona 
to cover New 
Mexico 
lands 
Those 
who 
know 
that the highest possible point on 
the Gila river in Arizona 
is much 
lower than any of the irrigable land 
in 
New 
Mexico 
and 
believe 
this 
statement 
will 
have 
to 
give 
us 
credit for performing the miracle of 
making water run up hill 
2d 
It is claimed that the water 
we will divert from the Gila river 
will be used largely for the reclama¬ 
tion 
of New 
Mexico 
lands 
Just 
the 
opposite 
is the case 
Only a 
small percentage of the land we ex ¬ 
pect to cover lies in New 
Mexico 
the big majority of it being in Ari ¬ 
zona 
and 
Graham 
County 
It is 
true that in order to gain our neces ¬ 
sary height to cover sufficient 
land 
to make 
our project feasible 
our 
ditch 
of necessity 
must head in 
New Mexico 
Owing to the water 
coming from New Mexico the Terri ¬ 
torial engineer requires us to ubo as 
much of it on New Mexico land as 
possible 
but as above stated 
the 
land on the New Mexico side amounts 
to only a small percentage 
of the 
whole 
consequently 
Arizona 
will 
get the big benefit of this water 
taken out of New Mexico 
3d 
It is claimed that we are go ¬ 
ing to build 
a dam and will cover 
the immense stretch of desert lnnd 
around 
Lordsburg 
New 
Mexico 
This is not true 
We 
understand 
there 
is a corporation 
called 
the 
Gila Farm 
Company 
who contem 
¬ 
plate buildirtg 
it dtfin to be the larg 
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est in the 
world 
about thirty 
or 
forty miles above our headgate 
in 
what is called the second box of the 
UDDer Gila river 
The project 
if 
carried through 
will cover this land 
around Lordsburg 
estimated to be 
about 500000 acres 
that we are 
being accused 
of 
trying to bring 
under our ditch 
The estimated amount of land our 
ditch will cover is only about 10000 
acres 
This tract is cut 
off from 
the Lordsburg country by a range 
of high hills therefore 
if we were 
to cover this Lordsburg 
land 
with 
water from our proposed 
ditch 
we 
would 
again have 
to perform 
the 
miracle of making water run up hill 
We do not blame 
the people of 
Safford 
and 
Solomonville 
for de 
manding that their water rights ac ¬ 
quired by priority shall be respected 
Our people 
are 
not going into 
this project to take water that right ¬ 
fully belongs to someone else 
How- 
ever 


¬ 
we cannot see where our 
tak- 
ing 


¬ 
water out where we do nearly 
100 miles above the headgates of the 
lower 
valley 
ditches 
is going 
to 
effect their water supply under ex ¬ 
isting 
conditions 
and 
we 
would 
think that before they try to enjoin 
our company from building our pro- 
posed 


¬ 
ditch 
they 
would 
ascertain 
whether or not they can prove we 
are going to use water that belongs 
to them 
We understand that the bulk of 
thgjower valley water supply comes 
irom 
uie rnsco 
river 
ana 
oinpr 
tributary streams emptying into the 
Gila between our place of diversion 
and theirs rather 
than from the 
upperGila 
It Is a well known fact 
that the upper Gila river goes dry 
below Duncan for a distance of from 
five to twenty miles during any dry 
periods before the summer rains set 
in the only time there will be any 
occasion for prior water right to be 
protected 
This being the case 
we 
fail to see where our taking water 
out where we do is going to decrease 
the supply of the lower valley ditches 
in the least 
in 
fact 
we 
believe 
rather 
that it will have the opposite 
effect 
for 
this 
reason 
A larger 
percentage 
of the 
water 
brought 
through 
our ditch and distributed 
over the land will 
by seepage and 
spillway 
reach the river at a given 
point below 
Duncan 
than 
a like 
amount of water running its natural 
course 
through the many miles of 
sandbed of the river 
This being 
the case our ditch will 
place a cer- 
tain 


¬ 
amount of water 
taken from 
the upper Gila river in New Mexico 
eighteen miles above Duncan 
that 
would otherwise never reach that 
point 
This theory has been proven 
out by the Moddle 
and Sunset ca ¬ 
nals 
The water supply of the lower 
ditches here has been increased since 
these two ditches were built
